CONDITIONS  OF  SALE. 


I.  The  highest  Bidder  to  be  the  Buyer;  and  if  any  Dispute  arise  between 

Bidders,  the  Lot  so  disputed  shall  be  immediately  put  up  again,  provided 
the  seller  cannot  decide  the  said  dispute. 

II.  No  Person  to  advance  less  than  6d.  ; above  Ten  Shillings,  Is. ; above  Five 

Pounds,  2s.  6d.;  and  so  on. 

III.  The  Purchasers  to  give  in  their  Names  and  Places  of  Abode,  and  to  pay 

down  5s.  in  the  Pound,  if  required,  in  Part  of  Payment  of  the  Purchase- 
money  ; in  default  of  which,  the  Lot  or  Lots  purchased  to  be  immediately 
put  up  again  and  re-sold. 

IV.  The  Lots  to  be  taken  away,  at  the  Buyer’s  Expence,  immediately  after  the

All  the  Manuscripts,  all  Magazines  and  Reviews,  all  Books 
in  Lots,  and  all  Tracts  in  Lots  or  Volumes,  will  be  sold  with  all  Faults, 
Imperfections,  and  Errors  of  Description.  The  sale  of  any  lot  of  Prints  or 
Drawings  is  not  to  be  set  aside  on  account  of  any  error  in  the  enumera- 
tion of  the  numbers  stated,  or  errors  of  Description.

date  of  the  Sale  at  which  the  same  was  purchased.
